Favorable report on the 
court and non-support and desertion | 
‘bills was ordered yesterday afternoon | 
by senate genera! jndiciary committee | 
No. 1. The remaining three child | 
welfare bills—illegitimacy, mothers’ 
aid and legal adoption—were 
acted upon because of lack of time. 
They will be acted upon by the com- 
mittee probably Thursday. 

Judge John D. Humphries, senior 
judge of Fulton county = superior 
court, appeared before the committee 
in behalf of his four associate judges 
to ask favorable report of the legisla- 
tion. 

Judge Humphries prefaced his re- 
marks by saying that in his eight 
years on the bench, this was the first 
time he had presumed to speak for 
or against pending legislation. He 
said he thonght, however, that the 
matter at hand was of such great 
importance as’ to allow him to de 
part from his rule. 

While Judge Humphries placed his 
indorsement on all five measures, he 
confined his remarks largely to the 
juvenile court bill,.a revised form of 
which he placed before the committee 
as a substitute. It was this substi- 
tute the committee favorably reported. 

Judge Humphries snggested striking 
certain sections from fhe bill that 


enlarged onthe standard _ juvenile 
court law. This standard. law was 
used as a frame for the bill now 
before the legislature. Elimination of 
the provisions he mentioned, left vir- 
; y tue standare§ law, 

lly adapted to Georgia. These 
eliminations had previously been 
agreed upon in a conference between 
authors of the bill, Judge Humpbries 
and representatives of the children’s 
code commission.

Swarthy-skinned wen 
seated around the tables drank in 
every word he uttered and their eyes 
followed his dramatic gestures, 

Salomon de la Selva, 34-year-old 
poet, ex-soldier, ex-bootblack, former 
American university professor, nov 
secretary of the Nicaraguan fedeta 
tion of labor, was fighting for his 
country and what he regarded as its 
rights. 

“Word had been received that more 
than 200 of his countrymen had «ied 
at the hands of United States marines, 
Tears welled in his eyes as he spoke. 

“I can not feel a hatred for America 
and its institutions because of this, 
Salomon de la Selva said, “but I de 
hate, and hate bitterly, the militaris 
tic policy which sent the marines into 
Nicaragua to put my countrymen to 
death.’ 

He was asking consideration of: 4 
resolution calling upon President Cool- 
idge to Order immediate withdrawal 
of all American forces from Nicara- 
ua. 
‘ “I want to repeat,” De la Selva de 
clared’ solemaly, “if” the American 
marines do not depart from our conn 
try they will have to destroy the en- 
tire population.”

of guitars.” 

In his condemnation of America’s 
policy in sending marines into Nicara 
gua, he spoke again the words ne 
had written in his poem “A Song 
for Wall Street”— 

“But for your dollar, your dirty dollar. 

Your greenish leprosy. 

It’s only hatred you shall get, 

From all my folks and me; 

So keep your dollar where it belongs 

And let us be.” 

De la Selva cenfined his song of 
hatred to the military and commer- 
cial policies of the United States. For 
the country and its institutions he 
found— , 

“That despite newspapered revo- 
lutions and so forth, the differgnt eli- 
mate and the different traditions ana 
the grandfathers of the race, my peo- 
ple and your people are the same: 
folks with their worries and their 
hopes about them, toiling for bread. 
and for a something more that no 
one could name.” 

When De la Selva sounded his grim 
warning ‘of the future, he again was 
reechoing his poetry— 

“My Nicaragua and San Domingo, 
horn of their leanness by the 
‘famous states’. 

You have done this because you are 
PS a stronger. 

Do you k#ow what deeds may follow 
after?”

| Trees Increases 
By New System 


: New York, July 19.—(4)—The New 
York Herald-Tribune says that while 
Thomas A. Edison is working in his 
laboratory at Kast Orange, N. J.. in an 
attempt to give the rubber trade a new 
“miracle” to round ovt his long ea- 
reer of invention, a new discovery has 
been made in the lutch Kast Indies 
which may render the researches of 
the great scientist commercially use- 
less. 

Follawing the principles laid down 
by Luther Burbank, the Heratd-Trib- 
une says, scientists working quietly on 
rubber plantations have developed a 
system of bud grafting through which 
the yield of a rubber tree can be in- 
creased fourfold. 

“Through application of the 
scheme,” KF, R. Henderson, president 
of the New York Rubber Exchange, is 
quoted as saying. “it will be possible 
to reduce the cost of crude rubber in 
| New York from the present price of 
20 cents a pound to less than 10 
cents.” 

The new bud grafting process will 
probably mean the reduction of higher 
prices of rubber, of surgical supply 
costs, and flooring material, while the 
use of the product will be increased, 
Henderson said. The low cost of rub- 
ber production may mean the doom 
of the present reclaiming 
through which old tires and other! 
scraps produce 34 per cent of the rub-| 
ber used in this country. |
